matter. “Today Austrians in Italy 
cannot speak German, while teach¬ 
ing it is a criminal act. Austrians 
are being made Italians against 
their will.” 

Mr. Morozzo immediately jump¬ 
ed into thc breach with: “There 
was widespread feeling in Italy 
that the stand for independence 
was a sign of weakness in the gov¬ 
ernment. It became necessary to 
make Germans aware of the fact 
that they were Italian citizens and 
must be ruled by Italian policien.” 

Mr. Glos, of Czechoslovakia gave 
a more optimistic view of the sit¬ 
uation as it exists in his own coun¬ 
try. “In Czechoslovakia, 30 per 
cent of the population is composed 
of other nationalities. Still the sit-1 
uation is not so serious here as it 
is in Italy, because the govern¬ 
ment is a real democracy. Class 
feeling, not national feeling, con¬ 
cerns us. In fact, two of the min¬ 
isters in the government arc Ger¬ 
mans.”
